A Soldier for Christ and Country 


TEXT: 2 Timothy 2:3, “Thou there- 
fore endure hardness as a good soldier 
of JESUS CHRIST.” 


In writing this scripture, Paul knew 
there would be some hard things to 
face in this Christian life, but faith in 
JESUS makes it easy. 

We notice, in Acts 10:7, when Corne- 
lius wantd a messenger, he called on 
a devout soldier who had waited on 
him continually. No doubt, this soldier 
had proved faithful to Cornelius, so if 
we prove faithful to Jesus, He will call 
on us to work for Him. May I add, we 
all have something we can do for Je- 
sus. As Cornelius sent this soldier on 
his way to Joppa, the soldier didn’t 
know what he would face before he 
reached Joppa, neither did he know 
what kind of a man he was going to 
meet, but he was willing to do the will 
of the one who sent him. Likewise, we, 
when we start to do the will of God, 
do not know how hard trials we 
may have to face, but one thing, we do 
know that Jesus has promised never 
to leave nor forsake us, and has prom- 
ised not to let us be tempted above 
that we are able to bear. Praise his 
name! Therefore, we are willing to 
follow Jesus and endure hardness as 
a good soldier. 

Many may persecute us for taking 
our stand for God in the Army, but we 
cannot let down on holiness just be- 
cause there is a war going on. We, in- 
deed, have had many hard things to 
face in the Army. Iam not making 
these statements to lower the stand- 
ard of our Army. No, but I make these 
foregoing statements with witnesses, 
to prove what God can do in time of 
our need. I speak not only for myself 
but others also, who have been 
threatened with punishment if we did 
not take a rifle and train ourselves to 
kill men of other nations. Willing to 
suffer whatever punishment we might 
have received, we did not take a gun 
and train for that kind of life. Jesus 
said, “I am the Way, the Truth, and 
the Life. Take up your cross and fol- 
low me.” Jesus came to this world to 
save life and not to destroy it. I had 
been following Jesus for a number of 
years and was preparing myself to help 
save lost and dying humanity, and why 
should I turn from the straight and 
narrow way and start preparing my- 
self to destroy human life? which would 
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mean my life for Jesus was in vain. 
But still willing to endure hardness as 
a good soldier, we stood the test. 


Another time, eight of us were put 
out of an army chapel because of 
praying and praising God aloud. We 
went back to our barracks and started 
to pray there, but were forbidden to 
pray there above a whisper. We, in 
civilian life, had been free to praise 
the Lord when we wanted to, and it 
was hard to hold our voices down. We 
continued to fast and pray that God 
would give us grace to overcome these 
trials. Later, we moved to Camp Crow- 
der, Missouri. Here we fasted for five 
weeks and ate only one meal a day in 
our training, praying that God would 
give us a place where we could wor- 
ship Him like we wanted to. Finally, 
God spoke to me and told me to start 
a revival in camp. So the next night 
we started our open-air services. Then 
the devil started to grumbling and we 
were reported as disturbing camp. The 
military police came out where we 
were, and about time they walked up 
the power of the Holy Ghost fell from 
heaven and about twenty-five boys 
started shouting and speaking in 
tongues, and that was the last we saw 
of the police. God knew just when and 
how to work. Glory to His name! We 
were willing to suffer for the cause of 
Christ, and God brought the results 
with one saved, three sanctified, and 
seven filled with the Holy Ghost and 
fire, according to the second chapter 
of Acts. I took some of the boys and 
baptized them in a creek in camp. We 
also had the Lord’s Supper and feet 
washing, using our helmets as basins. 
All this was done in twelve nights’ 
service. Why? Because we .stood for 
God and endured hardness as a good 
soldier. Many of the boys fasted and 
prayed every night until after mid- 
night, but God gave the increase. 
Many things we faced too numerous 
to mention, but out of all this the Lord 
delivered us. Through it all I can say 
Jesus has been an ever-present help in 
the time of need. 

Many do not understand why we are 
against going to war in combat service. 
Well, experience, the presence of God 
and the Word of God are our teacher, 
and we have found God’s blessing and 
approval on our lives for taking our 
stand for Got, and for the teaching 


our Church had for some twenty-five 
years on this subject, and this is no 
time for us as individuals to let down 
on the standard of holiness that has 
stood for so many years and has 
proved in many of our lives to bea 
REALITY. If you haven’t had the ex- 
perience, don’t pass your opinion until 
God affirms it with His words and 
presence. Ask God about it. Many 
other members of the Church of God 
would speak these same words with 
me. Let’s keep murderers, liars, idola- 
ters, and that sort of thing out of our 
lives and churches and God will bless 
us. 

The king told the Hebrew children 
something to do, but they stood the 
test and came out victorious. Peter 
said we ought to obey God rather than 
men, Acts 5:28, 29. Our Savior suffered 
the wrong and opened not His mouth. 
Are you willing to follow Jesus? If we 
suffer with Him, we shall also reign 
with Him. 

Many other things I would like to 
mention, including a converted Catho- 
lic from New York City who testified 
that the life of a Church of God boy 
led him to Christ as a personal Savior, 
but I-haven’t the space and time to 
bring all these facts out. 

Just pray for us as soldiers for 
Christ and country as we try to prove 
to this world that there is a REALITY 
in serving Jesus. I hope to join you 
soon in spreading the gospel in civilian 
life.

Text: “For I am persuaded that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other crea- 
ture, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ Je- 
sus our Lord.” Rom. 8:38, 39. 


We want to look for a while on these 
two verses of scripture. Our subject is 
“A Tried Religion, or Salvation.” 

There is considerable difference be- 
tween salvation and religion. Salvation 
is of God, but there are all kinds of re- 
ligions. There is a certain class of peo- 
ple who do not believe in the blood of 
Christ to atone for their sin. There is 
another class who say you have 
another chance after death, to get 
saved. But we find in Heb. 9:22 that 
without shedding of blood there is no 
remission of sins. In Heb. 9:7, we find 
that the high priest went into the 
tabernacle once each year with blood, 
to make atonement for himself and 
the people. In Rom. 5:9, we read; 
“Much more then, being now justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved from 
the wrath through him.” 

So many people give the excuse that 
they have tried so many times and 
failed. Read 2 Tim. 1:12, “For the 
which cause I also suffer these things: 
nevertheless I am not ashamed: for I 
know whom I have believed, and am 
persuaded that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him 
against that day.” It means something 
to commit our ways unto the Lord. If 
we expect Him to keep us, we must be 
obedient to His Word. Disobedience 
has caused man to fall down through 
the ages: Saul failed through disobe- 
dience; Adam failed through disobe- 
dience; Solomon failed through dis- 
obedience. Brother, Sister, that is one 
of the devil’s tools that he uses to 
cause man to fail— just to disobey 
God. ButIam persuaded that the 
apostle Paul knew what he was talk- 
ing about in our text, when he said 
neither height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature was able to separate us 
from the love of God. Then why do so 
many people backslide? They have 
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separated themselves from God 
through disobedience. If you remem- 
ber, God asked only one thing of Adam 
and that was to be obedient. God has 
asked the same of us. We have a 
promise in Isa. 1:19 that “if ye be will- 
ing and obedient, ye shall eat the good 
of the land.” Brother, Sister, Adam 
could have eaten the good of the land 
if he had been obedient. Disobedience 
always separates God and man. 
EXHORTATION 

We are exhorted in Eph. 6:11, “Put 
on the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil.” Also, in Eph. 6:13 we are 
exhorted to put on the whole armour 
of God in order to be able to stand. 
You say, What is the whole armour? 
You might be surprised today to know 
just how many people do not know 
what is meant by the new birth. 2 Cor. 
5:17, “Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” We are a new 
creature in Christ; He has saved us 
from the old things and the old life. 
The things we once loved we now hate, 
we have no desire to participate in 
them. Though we do not have on the 
whole armour, as we have just been 
saved by faith in the blood of Christ, 
we need to be sanctified through the 
blood, and filled with the Holy Ghost 
according to Acts 2:4. 

DANIEL—AN EXAMPLE 

Realizing this is a Christian warfare, 
we need the whole armour to fight the 
battle. When the government sends 
out soldiers, they do not send them out 
half equipped, they must be in full 
armour. They would not last long on 
the battlefield without their armour 
and equipment. Even so, soldiers of the 
cross will not stand the testing times 
unless they are prepared. One thing 
about genuine salvation, it will always 
stand the test. We look at Daniel when 
he prayed and believed God would de- 
liver him from the lions’ den. You will 
notice even the old king said, “Thy 
God will deliver thee, whom thou serv- 
est continually.” Daniel served God 
continuously. He didn’t serve God part 


of the time and the world part of the 
time. Dan. 6:16. 

Brother, if you want to walk with 
God and have God’s blessings on your 
life, live as Daniel did. When the trials 
come, you will come out victorious. 
Daniel was rooted and was grounded 
and unmovable by the king’s attitude; 
therefore, the king passed a very rest- 
less night and his sleep went from 
him, because God was moving to pre- 
serve Daniel. It was through faith that 
God delivered Daniel from the lions’ 
den. God always recognizes faith. 

Again we read in Daniel, 3rd chap- 
ter, where salvation was tried to the 
fullest extent. Nebuchadnezzar, the 
king, had made a golden image and 
had commanded everybody to bow 
down and worship this image. Thank 
God, there were three men left who 
had the old time religion which we of- 
ten sing about. These three Hebrew 
children had been praying and calling 
on God. I don’t believe they waited 
until trouble came to pray, but they 
called on God quite often, and when 
the testing time came, they had power 
to overcome. We recall the burning of 
Christians at the stake by Nero; they 
had a chance to recant and save their 
lives or be burned to death. The old 
time religion will take you through the 
pearly gates, thank God. 

We are often reminded of the old 
chorus, “When the saints go marching 
in, I want to be in that number.” If 
we want to be in that number, we 
must be completely surrendered to 
God. Eternal life is promised only to 
the overcomer. The Hebrew children 
overcame the test that the king had 
imposed on them, and they came 
out victorious. Brother, Sister, if we 
stand true to God, He will bring us 
out. He said He would not suffer us to 
be tempted above that which we were 
able to stand. The sufferings of this 
present world are not to be compared 
with the glory that shall be revealed 
in us. 

PAUL—AN EXAMPLE 


In Acts 27:27 we read of Paul’s test, 
being at sea in a storm for fourteen 
days and nights. There were 275 per- 
sons on the ship besides Paul, and per- 
haps all were sinners. Just picture 
yourself for a moment out there on 
the sea in that storm and you the 
only Christian on board. How dark 
must have been this trying hour for 
Paul! Acts 27:20 says that there was 
neither sun nor stars appeared in 
many days. Paul had said an eternal 
yes to God, whether by life or death.

INTRODUCTION 

Engravings are used for various 
purposes; sometimes for beautifying; 
sometimes to portray character, or to 
reflect ownership as to manufacturer 
or individual owner. Engravings par- 
ticularly reflect the wisdom and oft- 
times the purpose of the engraver. 


TEXT: “For behold the stone that I 
have laid before Joshua; upon one 
stone shall be seven eyes: behold, I 
will engrave the graving thereof, saith 
the Lord of hosts, and I will remove 
the iniquity of that land in one day,” 
Zech. 3:9. 

In the vision of the prophet, this 
stone may have seemed an ordinary 
stone, as part parcel of the temple res- 
toration which was to follow; however, 
it is most likely that a profound, spir- 
itual import is here had in reference. 
The prophet would not likely shift 
from the “Branch” in the preceding 
verse to a thing of less importance. 
The restoration of the spiritual king- 
dom rested in the “Branch” of verse 
eight. The stone could have signified 
nothing less, as is implied by Jehov- 
ah’s promise to remove the iniquity of 
that land in one day, i.e., the millen- 
nium, a reference to the land and peo- 
ple of Israel yet future. The whole 
vision was one of prophetic import, the 
“Branch” was to be brought forth, 
the stone was to be graven; and the 
iniquity of the land removed. The 
stone may have referred to Christ as 
the redeemer; see Isa. 28:16; Psa. 118: 
22; Matt. 21:42; Eph. 2:20, but no less 
to the kingdom over which Christ is 
to reign. There are those, however, 
who believe the stone referred not to 
Christ but to the spiritual kingdom of 
Israel. As to which of the two is meant 
is not particularly important, as the 
value of the prophecy lies not in the 
details, but in what results. God sanc- 
tified and sent His own Son into the 
world, full of grace and truth; who 
will, at His return, be the King of the 
restored Israel, and by whose death 
the iniquity of their land is yet to be

removed. He is to be the foundation 
stone of both the Church and of Re- 
stored Israel, not only the foundation 
stone but also the chief cornerstone of 
both houses. He is head of the corner 
or class of both the Israelitish and 
church groups. To the one, He is King; 
to the other, He is the High Priest of 
their salvation, and what, in this re- 
spect, is common to one is also com- 
mon to the other. Only in the economy 
of God does one differ from the other 
and not in their realities, see Rev. 21: 
12:14. To the Church, He is Head; to 
Israel, He is also head; to both Israel 
and the Church, He is the capstone un- 
to whom both will cry, “Grace, grace,” 
amid shoutings of joy when He re- 
turns, (Zech. 4:7). To Israel, He is 
their High Priest now tarrying within 
the veil, waiting to show Himself to His 
ancient people again after they have 
accepted His atonement, Zech. 12:10; 
13:1-9. Of the Church, He is High 
Priest of atonement and intercession, 
the Bridegroom of the bride. After He 
has come for His bride, He will also 
come to reign over His kingdom of 
Israel. These two events are, however, 
generally understood to be separated 
by a period of seven years known as 
the tribulation period. The ultimate 
outcome of redemption as affecting 
Israel and the Church is summarized 
in Revelation 21:12-14, 24. 
WHILE HE WAITS 


While Christ waits within the heav- 
enly veil, the engravings of the 
Church are to be effected. The seven 
eyes upon the stone imply that the 
seven spirits of God are in watch over 
both Israel and the Church. (Compare 
2 Chron. 16:8; Zech. 4:10 with Rev. 
4:5-8; 5:6.) “For in him dwelleth all 
the fulness of the Godhead bodily,” 





that in him should all fulness dwell,” 
Col. 1:19. “And ye are complete in him, 
Col. 2:9. “For it pleased the Father 
which is the head of all principality 
and power,” Col. 2:10. During the ab- 
sence of Christ, we have an High Priest 
over the house of God, who is set on 
the right hand of the throne of the 
Majesty in the heavens, Heb. 8:1. Unto 
whom God has purposed that we 
may now have boldness and access 
with confidence by the faith of Him 
(Eph. 3:12) to the intent that we may 
know the love of Christ, which passeth 
all knowledge that ye might be filled 
with all the FULNESS of God. Let us, 
therefore, come unto Him that is able 
to do exceedingly abundantly above 
all that we ask or think, according to 
the power that worketh in us, Eph. 
3:19, 20. 
SPIRITUAL GIFTS 

There are diversities of operations, 
but it is the same God which worketh 
all in all. For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom, etc. What 
here follows is the divine order and 
provision for any local church or offi- 
cial gathering of any kind. It was 
never in the mind of God that the 
Church should become an institution 
simply manned by a pastor or group 
of men. The Church is designed of 
God to grow (1) into a holy temple of 
the Lord; (2) that in the Lord we are 
to be “builded together for an habi- 
tation of God through the Spirit,” 
Eph. 2:21, 22. Christ was not to be 
only the high priest over the house of 
God; but He was to have place “in the 
midst of the golden candlesticks” to 
function as a priest, Rev. 1:13. He was 
to hold the “stars” or, literally the 
messengers, or pastors, in His own 
hand. Ministers are to be subservient 
unto Christ who is the Head of the 
Church. The Church is not to be 
bound by dogmas or a mere creed; it is 
to be impelled by the Holy Ghost with- 
in the habitation of God for the pur- 
pose of supplying every need of the 
Church, either for the edification of its 
members, health or well-being in any 
way, as well as for the evangelization 
of the world, both at. home and 
abroad. Nothing is left to mere human 
agencies, rather to the power and pres- 
ence of Christ, who, through the Holy 
Ghost, has promised, “Lo, I am with 
you alway even unto the end of the 
world,” Matt. 28:20.

A woman whose name is seldom 
mentioned, if indeed it is known, went 
humbly about her duties, many years 
ago. She was a tract distributor. One 
day she managed to place a gospel 
tract where it fell under the eye of a 
young man named Richard Baxter. He 
read the tract and later was led to 
accept Christ—the tract’s message, he 
later declared, having had much to 
do with his decision. Baxter became a 
devout Christian. He wrote a book en- 
titled “A Call to the Unconverted,” 
which brought many to know Christ 
as their Savior. 

Among those who became Christians 
through reading Baxter’s book was 
Philip Doddridge. He, in turn, wrote 
a book called “The Rise and Progress 
of Religion.” This volume was greatly 
used of God and was instrumental in 
winning many to Christ, including the 
great Wilberforce. 

Wilberforce later wrote “A Practical 
View of Christianity,” which was the 
means of saving a multitude, including 
Legh Richmond, whose book, “The 
Dairyman’s Daughter,” caused many 
thousands to accept Christ after read- 
ing the great story. 

But the unnamed lady who dropped 
the tract, so many years before, de- 
serves credit for all of these mighty 
works of grace. Doubtless, she was one 
who felt she could not do much for 
the Lord—but evidently she did that 
which was possible, the very small 
thing which went on, and on, and on, 
through the years, to God’s glory. 

Are we missing any of these great 
—though seemingly small—chances to 
do something for Him? They are all 
about us. And we can never Know, in 
this life, to what extent God can and 
will use our feeble effort for His glory.

E. LeRoy Davies, at 
home, was sixteen months older than 
James. I lost their father August 19, 
1927, in Oklahoma, and came to Phoe- 
nix October, 1927.

I thank God for helping me rear 
my children. They have gone back in- 
to the world now, andI am asking 
Christians, who read this, to pray with 


me for them to be saved. I am stand- 
ing on God’s promises, for them to 
come back to God. I will be fifty-one, 
March 23. As a “living memorial” to 
my Marine son, I started the Arizona 
“Valley of the Sun Club,” more for 
contacting and cheering the _ sick 
and afflicted. It is world-wide, as I 
write to people in every state in the 
United States, New Zealand, Iceland 
(service man has come home now), 
Australia, Canada, England, Alaska, 
India, Africa, Scotland, Panama Canal, 
Old Mexico, Cuba, Hawaii, and others. 

I desire to contact all the shut-ins 
everywhere that I possibly can, and 
want their birth dates, so I can send 
them a birthday greeting, when their 
birthday comes. I send get-well cards 
to sick and afflicted, also. I also send 
sympathy cards to those losing a loved 
one. I write well people also. 

My house is a “house of prayer, 
and I pray for those who desire my 
prayers, at my home (never too busy 
to pray with or for anyone who asks 
me to), and for those who send me 
their prayer requests. I visit the shut- 
ins in Phoenix in person, in hospitals, 
rest homes, T. B. sanatoriums, in their 
homes, wherever I find them. I make 
them feel comfortable or at ease, 
whatever way I find things in, and 
read the Bible to them, sing a song, or 
play my harmonica, kneel and have 
prayer and leave them my tract I 
wrote, the poem I dedicated to my Ma- 
rine son, and other circulars of the 
things I take orders for, and leave 
them with a cheery “good-bye,” and 
a smile. 

Believe me, I have made a soul hap- 
py, and sometimes given them 
new courage to press on, and have 
more faith in God. Praise His wonder- 
ful name forever! All praise, all honor, 
and glory be to Him. I am only an in- 
strument in God’s hands, to bring 
glory to His great name. I never have 
time to get lonesome, downhearted, or 
despondent any more. I am so busy, I 
even write until 1 A. M. and later, 
sometimes in the morning, trying -to 
help someone who has asked me to 
help him. I need wisdom and power to 
do the things I have todo. This is 
really a home missionary and tract 
evangelist work I am doing. 

Iam amember of the Church of 
God here in Phoenix. I have done this 
work, though, long before I put my 
membership into the Church of God.

By Paul’s having faith in God, we find 
that He sent an angel who stood by 
Paul and comforted his heart saying, 
“Fear not, Paul, I am with you.” It is 
a wonderful thing to realize that God 
is with us, no matter how hard the 
test. 

JOB—AN EXAMPLE 


Old Brother Job had trials and tests. 
The Word of God tells us that he was 
a perfect man, and upright, one who 
feared God and eschewed evil. Job 1:1. 
We see so many people today who are 
Christians by name, having their 
names on some church record. There 
is a certain class of people in the Bible 
we read about who doubtless had their 
names on some church record. Jesus 
called them scribes and Pharisees, but 
we find in admonishing His disciples 
that He said except their righteous- 
ness exceed that of the scribes and 
Pharisees that they should in no case 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
Often we hear people say that the 
devil never bothers them, but perhaps 
he already has them in his clutches 
and he isn’t worrying much about 
them. He is after those who are get- 
ting away from him. The Lord re- 
minded Satan of the fact that there 
was none like Job. If we are a Chris- 
tian, the old devil is going to come 
around sometime and try out our spir- 
ituality. The apostle Paul said that all 
who live godly in Christ Jesus shall 
suffer persecution. So each of us will 
have our share, but God will furnish 
the grace. The devil told the Lord that 
Job was just serving Him because He 
had blessed him; however, the Lord 
knew Job was serving Him because he 
loved Him, and Job proved to the devil 
that the old time religion was real. 

Let us look at Paul and Silas in jail; 
their religion was being tried of what 
sort it was. They didn’t go about with 
a long face feeling sorry for them- 
selves because they had been serving 
God, but right away they had an old- 
fashioned prayer meeting. About mid- 
night when they were singing praises 
unto God, the prisoners heard them. 
Then God heard their prayers and de- 
liver them, and the keeper of the jail 
came, saying, “Sirs, what must I do to 
be saved?” A tried religion brings re- 
sults, if we stand true. 

Probably you have been going 
through a trying time, perhaps it may 
seem that everything is wrong, even in 
the Church. You become discouraged 
and feel that you are standing alone, 
at the darkest hour. In your experi- 
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ence with God, you are looking at 
someone who has shipwrecked and 
gone back on God, whom you had the 
utmost confidence in. There comes a 
testing time in everyone’s life. You 
may pray, yet it may seem the heav- 
ens are made of brass. You may feel 
that God has withdrawn from you, but 
remember, when the Children of Israel 
were marching down to the Red Sea, 
Pharaoh and his army were behind, 
the Red Sea in front of them. They 
had gone the last mile, so to speak. 
Their faith was tried and still they be- 
lieved in God. God came on the 
scene, parted the old Red Sea and they 
crossed on dry land. There may come 
a time when God would have us stand 
still and see the salvation of the Lord. 

Jesus went through trying times 
while on earth. We remember that Je- 
sus had a purpose when He said, “I 
must needs go through Samaria.” The 
Bible specified He was weary over His 
journey. We picture Him as He sat on 
the well: He was tired and weary, but 
He had a purpose at heart. Picture Je- 
sus when He was tried in Pilate’s 
Judgment Hall, how He was scoffed at, 
yet He stood true to His Father. We 
see Him again as He hung on the 
cross when He called, “My God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” At the point 
of death, this must have been a dark 
hour, it seemed that God was at a dis- 
tance in His life. 

If you haven’t felt the presence of 
God recently, perhaps your faith is be- 
ing tried. Have you searched your life? 
If you have, and find nothing between 
you and God, Paul says, “There is 
therefore now no condemnation to 
those who are in Christ Jesus who 
walk not after the flesh but after the 
Spirit, for the law of the Spirit of Life 
in Christ Jesus has made me free from 
the law of sin and death.” 

I am ready to rise to meet Jesus in 
the air, have victory in my soul and 
watching for Him to return with a 
shout. 

The trying of faith is more precious 
that gold.

Corinthians, is the spiritual pattern 
for the church of all time. The only 
reason why these gifts are not more in 
manifestation today, is because few 
churches allow any time for the opera- 
tion of the Spirit within the prozram 
of the church There are partial man- 
ifestations of these gifts. These, how- 
ever, could be, and most assuredly 
should be, increased in both quantity 
and quality. These gifts are not some- 
thing handed out on a platter to cer- 
tain individuals, either self-styled 
models or to those who are wiser than 
others. Gifts of the Spirit are, accord- 
ing to 1 Cor. 12:7, a manifestation of 
the Spirit; they are a makinz known 
of both the power and presence of the 
Holy Ghost in divers forms of “admin- 
istration” as a means of supply of 
spiritual help and edification. The 
presence of the Spirit in our services 
is the only way spiritual gifts will be 
given. They are not a common “cash 
and carry” stock; they are given to 
the church through consecrated mem- 
bers who have the Holy Ghost; and 
who in turn live close enough to the 
Lord for Him to manifest His Spirit 
through them. The Spirit will not im- 
part spiritual gifts or helps to either a 
church or an individual given to criti- 
cisms and fault-finding. There must be 
a definite appraisal on the value of 
souls and the truth of God’s Word, so 
that “no flesh can glory” in the pres- 
ence of God. Much of our preaching 
and all too great a portion of our wor- 
ship is empty and void of the spiritual 
purpose of God. As a result, people at- 
tending our services are disappointed 
and the Spirit grieved. We need a 
thorough yielding up to God and a 
very definite consecration ere the 
Holy Ghost can use the ministry and 
membership of the church. Healings, 
tongues and interpretations are so 
scarce and shallow among us that we 
are open oftentimes to ridicule for 
lack of fulfillment of our claims along 
this line. 

I am not saying that God does not 
heal some among us; I am not saying 
other gifts are not scarcely on display; 
what I am saying is simply that we 
are crowding the Holy Spirit out be- 
cause we do not take time for prayer 
and to wait upon God for the presence 
and operation of the Spirit. A fairly 
good preacher and a good choir can 
stage a very religious-looking service, 
which, if examined for true apostolic 


AQ crsracter, would be found to be lack- 
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ing in “atomic” avoirdupois and qual- 
ity from start to finish. The Church 
and the world were never so hungry 
for a new vision of God. Atomic bombs 
and peace conferences without prayer 
can never supply the aching void and 
soul hunger of the world today. Only a 
powerful gospel of signs and wonders 
will sufficiently arouse the wayward 
until they will arise and be saved. The 
true character of Christ within the 
church will be revealed by and through 
the Holy Ghost and its gifts, and not 
by flowery preaching. Preaching is a 
necessity but void of its true purpose, 
if it is all preaching without spiritual 
accompaniment. The signs, as men- 
tioned in Mark sixteenth chapter, 
were God’s promise of tangible evi- 
dence for a sin-laden and unbelieving 
world. The Holy Ghost with His gifts 
and grace is God’s provision for the 
fulfillment of His promises. The mani- 
festation of the Spirit within the 
church is the agency at work, making 
true engravings and display of Christ 
the Saviour of the world. These are 
the divine impressions, from which 
must come spiritual expressions inci- 
dent to the development and progress 
of Christianity.
